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Ta-*day I was In the Vatican Ifuseume to "catch" BIROTB KALKPIgTOt 
who had to meet local Lithuanians there, the najnea of whom I knew*

tenoes they told me that they are expecting the above mentioned 
Lithuanians sportsman BXBU^TS K. I stayed with them and waited, too. 

Some of these Lithuanians decided 
not to wait any more arid departed. There remained only this priest 
Bx^ one another elderly man.

They often addressed 
women visitors there aeki^ where they were f^m and whether one 
of them did not happen to be Birute. When Birute did not show up, 
after a while these two decided to leave as well. I remained alone 
a little longer, but I did not have any success either. I do not 
know, was^she in the Museum that day at all or not?
